Applicant elected claims 19-21 of Group 2, in addition to 
the Examiner-designated generic claims 1, 7, 8, 9, 10, 11, 14, 
15, 16, 22, and 23 without traverse. However, Applicant submits 
that it would not be an undue burden on the Examiner to search 
the four additional Examiner-designated Species claims of Groups 
1 and 3 (i.e. claims 17, 18, 12, and 13) at the same time. That 
is because there are overlapping search areas, and few claims to 
consider.
